They were often 
told ttcy wore the worst boys the parents 
ever knew, because they liked to ride down 
hill better than to read Bunyan'M "Pilgrim's 
Progress." \Vhon ever father and mother 
talked o!) religion they drew down tho cor- 
ners of their mouth and rolled up their eyes.

Others were tripucd up of skepticism from 


being grievously wronged by some man 
who professed to be a ChriKlan. 
They had 


a partner in business who turned oat to boa, 
first-class scoundrel, 
UioyffU a professed 


Christian. Twenty years ago they lost all 
faith by what happeued in an oil company 
which was formed amid the petroleum ex- 
citement. The company owned no land, or, 
if they did, there was no sign of oil pro- 
duced: but the president of tho company 
was a Tresbyterian elder, and tho treasurer 
was an Episcopal vestryman, and one of tho 
directors was a Methodist class leader, and 
the other directors prominent members of 
Baptist and Congregational Churches. Cir- 
culars wero gotten out telling whitfabiuous 
prospects opened before this company. In- 
nocent men and women who had allttlo 
money to invest, and that little their all, 
said: "I don't know any thing r.bout thlH 
company, but so many good men arc at tho 
head of It that it must bo excellent, and 
taking stock In It must;be almost as good as 
joining the church."
